numbers to 150,000 was issued to- 
night by leaders of the bonus 
campers here, disappointed by the 
Senate’s deféat of the bonus meas 
ure. : 
: The number of former service 
men here, which had been estimat- 
ed at 20,000, diminished somewhat 
during the day as the more dis- 
couraged groups refused to heed 
the urging of speakers that they 
remain to carry on the fight: to 
obtain 2,400,000,000 on their 
bonus certificates, 

By nightfall police trucks had 
carried out 300 and the roads lead- 
ing from the capital were dotted 


with campers plodding homeward. 

The official Massachusetts dele- 
gation, headed by. John H, Fahey 
of Watertown, who had been ap- 
pointed chief aide to W. W. Wa- 
ters, the veterans’ commander- in- 
chief, was among those that with- 
drew. Before leaving, Fahey told 
the commander he agreed with 
other veterans who contended the 
groups should “be home working 
for their interests in the forthcom- 
ing elections rather than sitting in 
Washington.” 

“Recruiting Officers” Sent Out. 

In an effort to fill their ranks, 
recruiting officers were sent early 
today to St. Louis, Chicago, Mobile, 
Ala., Davenport, Ia., Philadelphia 
and other cities. Waters’ last word 
to them was: “Have 150,000 men 
here by fall.” 

The veterans’ national! head- 
quarters said 150 had left during 
the day, but attributed their de- 
parture to a determination to re- 
turn home for more recruits. At 
least one contingent—a truck unit 
from Long Island—did leave for 
that purpose. Chalked on the side 
of the truck was the sign? “Back 
to Washington with recruits.’ 

Despite the disappointment of 
the Senate’s overwhelming defeat 
of the bonus measure last night 
and continued cloudy weather with 
occasional rains, life for those in 
the encampments fell into the 
usual routine. 

Mess Sergeants allotted food or 
materials to all who applied. 
Trucks of donated foodstuffs 
formed a line before the central 
commissary. Occasionally the men 
would drop their tasks and listen 
to exhortations’ from speakers that 
ranks “must not be broken.” 

Communists Active Again. 

After a three-day lull Commu- 
nists resum activities in the 
camps despite the early forcible 
ejections and staunch opposition to 
their téachings among the veterans. 

The veterans confiscated numer- 
ous printed sheets distributed in 
the camps such as “the program of 
the Ex-Service Men’s League.” 


| This league is openly a Communist 


organization. 

The sheets called upon the vet- 
erans to unséat their Executive Com- 
mittee and elect a “representative 
group of leaders.” It called Wa- 
ters “the ‘tetrayer.” It attacked 
the police and the conditions in the 
camps. 7 

The veterans arrested those di 
tributing the literature and took to 
the police station some of their 
own members whom they suspect- 
ed of connection with the Commu- 
nists. 

Many of those who wandered 
from the camps and came across 
the river into the city congregated 
on the steps of the Capitol, where 
Representative Patman (Dem.), 
Texas, author of the bonus pay- 
ment bill, complimented them on 
their orderliness and urged them 
to. continue it. 

Another movement to bring 
wives and families to Washington 
was started in the camps. Several 
men already have brought their 
families, but police tonight said 
they were unable to furnish prop- 
er quarters for them. 

An effort was made to segregate 
women by placing them at the iso- 
lation camp of the National Guard 
headquarters. Some of the women 
refused to go.

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RELIEF BOARD 
TO SEEK $250,000 
MORE FROM CITY 


With Assurance of That, It 
Can Continue Work 
Through July, Director 
P. H. Byrns Says. 


MEANS TO KEEP 
WITHIN INCOME 


Unless Additional Money Is 
Forthcoming It Will Be- 
gin Dropping Families 
Now Receiving Aid. 


The Citizens’ Committee on Re- 
lief and Employment will inform 
the Legislation Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen tomorrow that 
if it can have the assurance that 
the city will appropriate an addi- 
tional $250,000 for relief by Aug. 
10, it can resume relief operations 
immediately at full capacity and 
continue them through July. 

Lacking that assurance, however, 
the relief committee will continue 
to turn away new applications for 
assistance and tomorrow will in- 
form some of the families now re- 
ceiving help that no further aid can 
be given them. Relief agencies of 
the committee have been helping 
25,000 families, and the committee 
has announced that after July 15 
it can help only 10,000 unless it 
obtains additional funds. 

Hopes for Federal Aid. 

“Tf we were to have assurance of 
$250,000 by Aug. 10,” P. H. Byrnes, 
director of the relief committee 
said last night,” it would enable us 
to meet our July bills. We could 
go ahead without dropping any of 
the families we are now helping 
and could again accept new appli- 
cations. 

“We figure that if Congress is 
ever going to do anything about 
Federal relief appropriations it will 
do it some time next month, and in 
that event t‘e might be able to car- 
ry on after Aug. 1. If we can’t get 
Federal aid tha: will mean turning 
many people away, with all of the 
serious consequences that may fol- 
low.” 

11 Tax Bills Pending. 

The Legislation Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen will meet 
tomorrow afternoon to consider 
new and increased special tax 
measures for relief appropriations. 
Eleven such bills now pending in 
the Board oof Aldermen would 
yield, it has been estimated, ‘nore 
than $800,000 during the next 
fiscal year if all were passed. 

The relief committee, however, 
would need nearly $1,500,000 mure 
than its present fund to continue 
in full operation throughout the 
ealendar year. The fiscal year, on 
which tax revenue estimates are 
based, does not end until next 
April. 

Facing a $30,000 deficit in its 
June operations, the relief com- 
mittee began Wednesday to refuse 
new applications for help and since 
then has denied more than 1200 
appeals. 

Income and Outgo. 
“ Estimates of the relief commit- 
tee were that it would be required 
to spend $305,750 in June and an 
equal sum in July if it were to con- 
tinue in full operation. But its 


July revenue would be only $80,027, 


representing monthly payments on 
pledgeB made in the Crisis Cam- 
paign and in its joint campaign 
with the Community Fund last fall. 

Leaders of the relief work are 
determined to hold its expenditures 
within its income and unless help 
is received from the city or from 
the Federal Government, it will 
have only $80,000 in July to meet 
a need estimated at $305,000.

liam A. Gray, committee counsel 
and investigator, exhibited to the 
Senate Banking Committee today a 
photostatic copy of a check for 
$322,960 with which he said 
William Fox, movie magnate, 
had been paid a  0»profit from 
short selling of the stock of one of 
his own corporations. 

Gray showed, in the committee’s 
stock market inquiry, that the 
check was made out to P. J. Hig- 
gins, a partner in M. J. Meehan & 


Co., but was indorsed to. Fox in or- 
der to conceal the fact that Fox 
was in a short-selling pool of his 
Fox Theaters Corporation. 

Higgins, who occupied the wit- 
ness chair at the time, said the 
check was made out to himself for 
the purpose of “concealing from 
the clerical force the fact that Fox 
was dealing in this stock.” 

Fox Still Too Hil to Appear. 

Meanwhile Fox remained in a ho- 
tel room, just a few blocks from 
the Capitol. Two doctors told the 
committee he was toe TH to testi- 
fy and that any nervous or mental 
strain might endanger his lifé. 

Fox, who, as an immigrant from 
Hungary, in 25 years built up a 
nation-wide amusement organiza- 
tion from one small playhouse in 
Brooklyn, came to Washington 
Wednesday night under subpena to 
testify Thursday. For three days 
he has sent word he was not able 
to appear. 

Notice was served today by Sen- 
ator Carey (Rep.), Wyoming, that 
if Fox does not appear Monday he 
will move that the committee visit 
his hotel room to take his testi- 
mony. 

“The evidence is in the record,”’ 
replied Chairman Norbeck (Rep.), 
South Dakota, indicating that Fox’s 
appearance was deemed not neces- 
sary. 

“Selling Against an 

Bradford Elisworth, an  inde- 
pendent operator in the stock mar- 
ket, who was one of four witnesses 
today, said the pool in which Gray 
has named Fox, John J. Raskob, 
W. -F. Kenny, Walter P. Chrysler 
and others as participants in 1929 
was not engaged in short-selling at 
all, but in “selling against an op- 
tion.” Ellsworth also has been 
named as one of the participants 
in the pool which is said to have 
made a total of nearly $2,000,000. 

Gray insisted the operation was 
short selling and traced the trans- 
action in detail. 

“When these men—Raskob, 
Kenny and Chrysler — went into 
this operation, they went into it 
for speculative purposes and not 
for investment, did they not?” Sen- 
ator Couzens (Rep.) Michigan, 
ask ed. 

Elisworth said they did, “in this 
particular operation.” 

$24,000 “for Publicity.” 

Gray said a payment of $24,915 
had been made to Ellsworth for 
no apparent reason in connection 
with the pool. The witness replied 
it “‘might have been for publicity.” 

“Why should you have paid $24,- 
000 to newspapermen ,for public- 
ity?”" asked Gray. 

“To put this stock before the 
public,” the witness replied. 

“In other words, it was neces- 
sary to get the public interested 
so that you could manipulate the 
stock as you wanted?’’ Gray in- 
quired. 

“That's not exactly fair,” re- 
turned Ellsworth. “We thought it 
was worth 60 and it was selling 
for 30.” 

Gray brought out that it was 
selling yesterday for 1%. 

Fox Theater Stock Lent. 

Walter Best, an employe of M. 
J. Meehan & Co., which managed 
the syndicate, said Fox Theaters 
stock was lent to the Meehan Co. 
through Jack G. Leo. Gray identi- 
fied Leo as a brother-in-law of 
Fox and contended this stock be- 
longed to Fox Film Corporation.

CHILEAN AR REVOLT 
~ IN SUPPORT OF GROVE 


Airdrome Captured and War- 
ship Taking Colonel to Prison 
Is Stopped. 


By the Associated Press. 
SANTIAGO, Chile, June 18.— 


A portion of the Chilean air 
force. in the country’s third rev- 
olutionary manifestation in two 
weeks, attempted’ tonight to re- 
store Col. Marmaduke Grove as 
head of the ruling Junta. 

Seven airplanes, loaded with 
rebels and bombs, flew to Iquique 
and -captured the airdrome 
there, while others stopped a de- 
stroyer which was conveying Col. 
Grove and Eugenio Matte, his for- 
mer aid in the Junta, to prison 


on the Island of Juan Fernandez. 

The rebel planes, after detaining 
the destroyer at its San Antonio 
dock, flew to the Quintero Air- 
drome near Valparaiso and the 
rebels took control The navy 
made no attempt to expel them. 

Mechanics armed by the rebels 
were reported in control of the 
El Bosque airport, near Santiago, 
from which Col. Grove led the 
march that deposed President 
Juan Esteban Montero two weeks 
ago today. 

Places Hope in the Rain. 

The Junta headed by Carlos G. 
Davila, who wrested control_from 
Col. Grove in a counter-revolu- 
tion Thursday night and impris- 
oned the Colonel, placed its hopes 
for eventual victory on rain 
which prevented further night 
flying. The Government, however, 
denied there was trouble in the 
air corps. 

Although. the navy made no ef- 
fort to stop the rebels, the army 
and some sailors who had de- 
manded the restoration of Presi- 
dent Montero to power remained 
loyal, reports said. 

Communists, who rave ex- 
pressed support of Col, Grove, 
organized demonstrations, but the 
rain dispersed them. Efforts were 
made to stop street cars in San- 
tiago, but transportation remained 
normal. Trains between here and 
Valparaiso operated under a heavy 
guard. 7 | 

The flyers demanded that Col. 
Grove be reinstated in power. He 
formerly was head of the air force. 
After he and Senor Davila, for- 
mer Ambassador to Washington, 
had deposed President Montero on 
June 4, Grove became Minister 
of Defense. 

Davila Hegains Power. 

Senor Davila resigned from the 
first Junta last Sunday after dif- 
ferences with other members, par- 
ticularly over the civilian leader's 
moderate policies toward foreign 
interests in his program for. a 
Socialist regime in Chile. 

Supporters of, Davila ‘restored 
him to power early yesterday by 
a brief overnight revolution, in 
which Col. Grove and Senor 
Matte .were taken prisoners. The 
counter revolution developed, lead- 
ers said, because Grove’s tenden- 
cies were considered Communis- 
tic. The new Junta was organized

CALLS HOUSE GROUP

Proposal Over With Col-

WASHINGTON, June 18.—An 


opening wedge in the deadlocked 
controversy in Congress over relief 
legislation was sought tonight by 
President Hoover at a conference 
with leaders of the House Banking 
Committee, but no conclusions were 
reached. 

After the Senate and House had 
fought through the day over the 
two remaining obstacles to ad-« 
journment—aid for the unemployed 
and governmental economy—Mr, 
Hoover called the night conference 


at the White House. Those attend<- 
ing were Chairman Steagall of the 
House Banking Committee, and 
Representatives Stevenson (Dem.), 
South Carolina; Strong (Rep.), 
Kansas, and Luce (Rep.), Massa<« 
chusetts. 

Steagall told newspaper men that 
before promising any further action 
on the Wagner $300,000,900 bill for 
loans to states whose relief funds 
are exhausted he would “have to 
talk over the situation with my col 
leagues.” 

All said nothing concrete had 
been agreed upon. 

“We were simply asked by the 
President to come here to discuss 
the general relief situation, includ. 
ing the $300,000,000 biH which the 
Senate already has pasesd,” Stea- 
gall said. : 

Wants Needs to Decide Loans. 

He and the other conferees in« 
dicated that President Hoover fa< 
vored basing loans to states under 
the Wagner bill on need, instead 
of population, as it now provides. 

“The President wants to make 
it a business proposition,” Strong 
said. 

Republican House leaders are 
anxious to force action on the 
Wagner bill if possible. Demo- 
crats, who control the House, are 
sticking to their pesition that the 
Senate should pass the two bil- 
lion dollar second Wagner relief 
bill upon. which it began debate 
today. 

This second bill was substituted 
for the measure introduced by 
Speaker Garner which President 
Hoover called ‘‘pork barrel” legis« 
lation.

People of the United States will 
start digging into their pockets 


taxes to help the Federal Govern- 
ment balance its budget. 

The 1932 revenue act, signed on 
June 6 by President Hoover and 
designed to raise a total of $3,261,- 
500,000 to meet the Government's 


expenses in the 1933 fiscal year, 
puts most of the new levies in 
force at that time. 

The new levies apply to a long 
list of articles, ranging from candy, 
chewing gum and electric light 
bulbs to automobiles and convey- 
ances of property. 

The largest part of the new 
duties will be on articles not taxed 
since World War days. The manu- 
facturer will pay the tax but in 
several cases will pass the cost 
along to the ultimate _ purchaser. 
These levies are designed to raise 
$457,000,000 in revenue. 

New Income Taxes. 

The new income taxes are as 
high as those paid in 1921 with 
the normal rates at 4 per cent and 
8 per cent and the exemptions cut 
to $2500 for a married person and 
$1000 for a single person. 

The bill eliminates the earned 
income credit which has been al- 
lowed for several years. The sur- 
tax rates start at 1 per cent in 
excess of $6000 and increase to 
55 per cent on incomes of more 
than 3$1,000.000. 

The higher rates are expected 
to raise an additional $1738.000.000 
while increased corporation taxes 
are counted on to bring in $41,- 
000,000. 

Miscellaneous and stamp taxes 
will add $197,500,000 to the 
nation’s tax bill while increased 
postal revenue will bring in $160.,-. 
600,000. Administration changcs 
and limitation on security losses 
account for the rest of the $1,118,- 
500,000.

Taxes on Luxuries. 

Luxuries and articles and prod- 
ucts not directly necessary to living 
bear the brunt of the new taxes 
beginning Tuesday. Those levied on 
the manufacturers of the articles 
are listed under the heading . of 
manufacturers’ excise taxes. 

In addition, there are levies on 
miscellaneous articles, including 
telephone 
than 60 cents. Admissions to 
places of entertainment also will 
be taxed, along with new rates on 
issues of bonds or capital stock, 
transfers of stock, transfers of 
bonds and conveyances of prop- 
erty. 

Persons leasing safety deposit 
boxes will have to pay 10 per cent 
more, the additional cost going to 
the Government, and every check 
calling for payment of money will 
bear a tax of 2 cents. 

The increased rates were made 
necessary by a sharp decline in the 
Government's income due a faliing 
off in all forms of present taxes. 

Income levies, which had been 
the base of the tax system, declined 
-5 per cent in 1931 and this year 
have fallen off nearly 50 per cent 
more. From a total of $2,400,000,- 
000 in 1930 the taxes have de- 
creased until for 11 months and 
15 days of the present fiscal year 
they amount. to only $030,170,328. 
In the corresponding pried of last 
year they totaléd $1,611,157,000.

EARTHQUAKE AND CYCLONE 
ON SAME DAY IN MEXICO 

Three Dead at Colima, Many Build- 

ings _ Including 


Governor’s House. 
By the Associated Press. ) 

MEXICO cITyY, June 13.—Three 
persons were killed’ and more were 
feared dead today jn a heavy 
earthquake that caused severe dam- 
age at Colima and shook other 
‘cities in Mexico. 

At about the same time as the 
earthquake, a strong cyclone swept 
Mexico’s Pacific Coast, causing ex- 
tensive damage from Manzanillo to 
Guaymas; according to radio dis- 
patches, 

Many public buildings and at 
least 100 homes, were damaged at 
Colima, dispatches said. Gov. Sal- 
vador Lauredo’s house was virtual- 
iy destroyed and he with his fam- 
ily narrowly escaped. The Church 
of San Jose was badly damaged. 

Three strong earth shocks struck 
Colima between midnight and 4:30 
a.m. Residents said they saw balls 
of fire shoot from the crater of the 
Colima volcano. This led to the 
belief the quake had its inception 
there. The quake, the second big 
one in a month, was felt in Mexi- 
co City. It opened cracks and dis- 
lodged plaster in the American em- 
bassy. Reports from Guadalajara 
said a wide area in the State of 
Jalisco, including the towns of 
Ayula and Zamora, was affected. 

Reports indicated that the quake 
was felt throughout Central Mex- 
ico, although casualties appeared to 
be few owing to the fear of natives 
which caused them to sleep out- 
doors during the last heavy earth- 
quake on June 3. 


Earthquake Recorded Early Yes- 
terday at St. Louis LU. 

A severe earthquake shock was 
recorded on seismographs at S8t. 
Louis University yesterday morn- 
ing beginning at 4:17 a. m. The 
Rev. James B. Mace!wane, 8. J., di- 
rector of the department of geo- 
graphics, estimated the center of 
the disturbance was about 1600 
miles distant, probably on the west 
coast of Mexico. The earthquake 
was one of the strongest recorded 
here in recent years, Father Mac- 
elwane said.

Seeks to Have State Conventions Declare

NEW YORK, June 18.—De- 


nouncing the Republican prohibi- 
tion plank as a “political blunder 
of the first magnitude,” Dr. Nich- 
olas Murray Butler, president of 
Columbia University, in an inter- 
view with the New York World- 
Telegram today, predicted the par- 
ty would “go over the dam” in No- 
vember unless state conventions in 
wet, industrialized New England 
and Middle Atlantic states repudi- 
ate the plank as adopted in Chi- 
cago. | 

The World-Telegram said Butler 


would lead a movement for repu- 
diation of the Chicago plank. If he 
succeeds, Dr. Butler is quoted as 
saying, President Hoover may have 
“a sporting chance” of re-election; 
if he fails, he predicted the Re- 


publican party will “go over the 
dam.” 
The newspaper said Dr. Butler 


would cut short his annual trip to 
Europe as head of the Carnegie 
Peace Foundation and return home 
in less than a month to lead a cam- 
paign to bring about repudiation 
of the plank by the state conven- 
tions. He sails for Europe Tues- 
day. He said today he would make 
a formal statement before he left. 


Reaction to Butler's Appeal.

Shouse, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Executive Commit- 
tee, in a radio speech, called the 
new Republican platform “hedging 
on every controversial issue, ac- 
curately reflecting pretty much 
everything that Mr. Hoover has 
said since his advent in the White 
House.”’ 

He said the prohibition plank 
was a “perfect counterfeit of the 
style and method of Mr. Hoover— 
it can be read by anybody into 
accord with anybody’s idea.’’ 

“Instead of being deluded by the 
one-man show that has been put 
on in Chicago under the name of 
the Republican national conven- 
tion, a vast number of the voters

In part, the book is 
an expansion of the article which Mr. Brook- 
ings contributed to the Post-Dispatch last 
year on the imperative necessity, as he saw 
it, of reforms in the capitalistic system. 
This is the theme of the book. The writer 
is a man of affairs; he made a fortune as a 
St. Louis manufacturer before he turned to 
philanthropy. He believes in the fundamen- 
tal principles of capitalism and would save 
it from its own excesses. He believes that if 
capitalism is to withstand the challenge of 
communism, it must provide a greater meas- 
ure of social justice than now obtains in 
America between worker and employer. 
This means, as he does not hesitate to say, 
that the compensation of the worker must 
be increased at the expense of the profits of 
capital. As a means to this end, he advo- 
cates, as he did in his Post-Dispatch article, 
a Federal act under which corporations

“The book calls atten- 
tion to the fact that a 
large part of the capital 
investment in this coun- 
try, such as real. estate 
bonds of every descrip- 
tion and preferred stocks, 
receives only a fixed rent- 
al value for its use.

Hence 
the world-wide protest 
against the capitalism of 
today comes from the in-

—-a greed resulting not only in large cash divi- 
dends but also in enormous stock dividends.” 

This thought is further developed in the 
book itself, which points out. that the three 
largest estates ever administered ‘in New 
York, those of Payne Whitney, Thomas F. 
Ryan and George F. Baker, consisted almost 
entirely of enormous holdings of common 
stocks, ‘‘the value of which had been created 
by labor.’’ 


Value of Fixed Returns. , 
Continuing his summary, Brookings said: 
‘“‘While the book believes that the incentive 


of private ownership is essential to that am- 


bition which has proved the basis of all 
progress, the scheme of making capital stocks 
preferred gives an element of security to cap- 
ital investment (which the present common 
stock does not have), by reason of the fact 
that all the potential efficiency of manage- 
ment and the workers is back of it.” 

One of the advantages of his proposed Fed- 
eral incorporation plan, he continued, would 
be its provision restricting stock-exchange 
listing to preferred stocks having a fixed re- 
turn; thus the element of chance inherent 
in common stocks would be eliminated and 


ithe possibility of another such crash as that 


of 1929 greatly reduced. 

“It has been shown by the United States

ket has been made by numerous devices of 
speculators to serve simply as camouflage for 
probably the largest gambling casino in the 
world.”’ 

The proposed Federal incorporation plan 
requires explanation.

Modifying Property Rights.

“the principle of property rights has played 
a basic role in making America the foremost 
industrial community in the world. In the 
light of changed conditions, this principle to- 
day needs modification, and it is in: America, 
more than anywhere else in the world per- 
haps, that an opportunity exists for setting 
into operation forces which, while recogniz- 
ing the rights of property, will modify these 
rights in a spirit of justice and so attain the 
goal of social betterment, while avoiding the 
basic errors and the disastrous consequences 
of communism. ... It would seem that we 
might fairly and with justice to all modify 
and limit the rights of capital while enor- 
mously increasing the opportunities of la-

Federal incorporation act; which act, while 
securing to capital a fair return at a fixed 
rate of interest and dividends, risk. consid- 
ered, would divide all additional profit or 
accretions in the form of labor shares be- 
tween the employes (management and labor) 
in the ratio of their individual contribution, 
probably as recorded by their wage or salary 
| com pensation.” 

Workers would be given liberal represen- 
tation on the board of directors, for ‘‘the pri- 
mary consideration is to make labor in real- 
ity the partner and ally of capital.” 


Principles of Valuation. 

In thé process of reincorporation; the as- 
sets the old corporation would be “fairly 
valued,” and in the new organization they 
would be represented by securities so classi- 
fied as to protect the former security hold- 
ers. For example, assuming that a corpora- 
tion with assets of $100,000,000, represent- 
ed by $25,000,000 of bonds, $25,000,000 of 
preferred stock, 25,000,000 of common 
stock and $25,000,000 of surplus, was to be 
reincorporated, the procedure would be to is- 
sue $25,000,000 of bonds bearing interest, 
say, at 4 per cent, $25,000,000 of first pre- 
ferred stock paying dividends of, say, 5 per 
cent and $50,000,000 (old common and sur- 
plus) of second preferred stock paying, say, 
6 per cent. 

Reserves from profits would continue to be 
set aside for depreciation, etc., but the bal- 
ance of earnings, instead of being carried to 
a surplus account, would be divided among 
the employes. These labor shares would not 
be transferable, but if the holder of any la- 
bor shares ceased to be employed by the 
company, the book value of the shares would 
be paid to him or his legal representatives, 
either in cash or in second preferred shares. 

‘‘Under this proposed issue of labor shares,” 
writes Brookings, ‘“‘the pressure for efficiency 
would be concentrated upon management and 
workers, and the increased efficiency thus 
developed would add to investment security, 
labor shares, receiving no return until the 
preferred stocks had received their dividends. 
This in effect is placing a fixed rental value 
on capital invested in industry, as has always 
been the case on the much larger capital in- 
vested in bonds and preferred stocks, and in 
real estate (both farm lands and urban). 


Limitations on Capital. 

“This suggestion of entirely segregating 
capital investments from personal service is 
intended to limit such investments to a fixed 
return, and divide between the workers (man-

ployed by the Government, but re- 
ceiving compensation for 10 to 30 
per cent disability, or even in 
some cases for total disability. 
Under the Emergency Officers 
act, it is stated, compensation has 
been awarded to more than 6900 
officers. The percentage of med- 
ical officers receiving such com- 
pensation is shown to be large: 
than that of infantry or artillery 
officers. Compensation is being 
paid to 1730 medical officers, or 
5.9 per cent of all commissioned. 
*‘Many of these emergency officers 
who are receiving compensation 
for complete or partial disability 
are employed by the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau or in the veterans’ hospitals 
or other Government departments. 
The special counsel of the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau receives a salary of 
$9000 a year, and at the same 
time draws two-thirds of his pay 
as an officer, because he has bron- 
chitis, which he presumably de 
veloped during the war while on 
duty in Washington, D. C.” 


Civil Service Rules Evaded. 

Preferences given to veterans in 
civil service examinations are list- 
ed, with the comment that the 
civil service system has virtually 
been scrapped in favor of the vet- 
eran. 

*“‘There are many other flagrant 
abuses of common sense and or- 
derly planning which in the near 
future will wreck valuable govern- 
mental activities,’”’ the committee 
says. ‘“‘Anyone who allowed his 
insurance to lapse or who can- 
celled or reduced it and who aft- 
erward became disabled may have 
his insurance restored from the 
date of the disability, provided he 
proves his disability antedated the 
lapsing of his policy.

This, the commit- 
tee states, would render eligible 
for compensation men disabled 
because of willful misconduct, 
and those who acquired diseases 
by misconduct during the war, 
who would thus receive the same 
oenefits as a soldier wounded or 
gassed in the trenches, 

“Removal of time limit for fil- 
ing suits on insurance claims.’’ 
Meaning, the committee says, that 
lapsed or canceled policies could 
be restored from the date of a 
subsequent disability. 

“Hospital requirements as ad- 
vocated by the Detroit conven- 
tion.” This, it is stated by the 
committee, would require con- 
struction of at least 100,000 ad- 
ditional beds at cost not less than 
$400,000,000, and would add an 
annual burden of more than 
$100,000,000. 

“It is important,” the commit- 
tee says, “that all organizations 
interested in the public health 
take immediate action by de- 
manding a Congressional investi- 
gation the object of which should

Yesterday we celebrated the second birthday of 
the Hawley-Smoot tariff. It was a melan choly an- 
niversary. The business index of the New York 
Times, which stood at 94 two years ago, has dropped 
to 55. Ten million people are unemployed. Our to 
tal imports in the first quarter of 1930 were valued 
at $893,000,000. In the first quarter of this year 
they had fallen to $397,000,000. The decline in ex- 
ports was even more pronounced, from $1,129,000,000 
in 1930 to $459,000,000 in 1932. The index of im- 
ports fell from 92 to 41; of exports from 99 to 41. 
Exports of food dropped from $148,000,000 to $68,000,- 
000: of manufactured goods from $575,000,000 to 
$173,000,000; of automobiles from $97,500,000 to $23,- 
500,000. Our foreign trade is now well below the level 
where it stood 20 years ago, before the World War. 

Since the enactment of the Hawley-Smoot law, there 
has been no reduction of tariffs anywhere in the 
world. But some 70 other nations and their colenies 
have boosted their rates in retaliation. This list in- 
cludes Germany, France, Italy, Spain, Belgium, Hol- 
land, Norway, Sweden, Poland, Mexico, Australia, 
New Zealand, Argentina and the other Latin Amer 
ican Powers, and even China and little Samoa. 
Our neighbor, and our major customer, Canada, has 
been driven to increased protection, and our second 
largest market, England, has been closed to us because 
we drove her in desperation to abandon her time-hon- 
ored policy of free trade. Elsewhere, imports have 
been restricted by a variety of new devices: quotas 
which limit the admission of specific goods to a defi- 
nite total by volume or value, license systems which 
require our exporters to obtain separate authoriza-

not have occurred had we not started the tariff war. 


getting their traditional insistence upon the insep- 
arability of tariffs and prosperity, now argue that 
the Hawley-Smoot Act is in no way responsible for 
the slump. “As serious as our plight is, it is not 
one-half so serious as it would have been under any 
policy save that of protection,” declared Senator 
Dickinson in his keynote speech before the Repub 
lican national convention. “Where dozens of fac- 
tories are now idle, scores would have been closed; 
where thousands work only on part time now, they 
would have been without any work at all.” 

This, of course, is as far from the truth as one 
could well get. The tariff act of 1930, by inducing 
widespread retaliation, mortally injured our export 
trade. We normally export 55 per cent of our cot- 
ton, 40 per cent of our leaf tobacco, 33 per cent of 
our lard, 25 per cent of our wheat, 40 per cent of 
our typewriters, 25 per cent of our locomotives, sew- 
ing machines and agricultural machinery, 10 per cent 
of our automobdiles and 33 per cent of our copper. 
For these great industries, the loss of their export 
markets spelled the difference between prosperity and 
depression. From the export field it speedily spread 
itself throughout the entire economic system. 

In still another way, the new tariff law contributed 
to the severity of the duratfon of the depression. It 
prevented our European creditors from paying us in 
goods. The first effect was to bring in a flood of for- 
eign securities, securities in which thousands of our 
citizens have lost the major portion of their savings. 
The second effect, when we would no longer take se- 
curities, was to bring to our shores the lion’s share of 


The apostles of high protection, conveniently for- 


tion for each shipment of goods which they send to 
the countries concerned, foreign exchange controls 
which likewise check the flow of trade. 

More than a score of nations have resorted to one 
or another of these measures. Ours is the dubious 
honor of having taken the lead in a movement which 
promises to culminate in thé virtual prohibition of 
trade between the countries of the world. 

At the same time, we have deliberately procured 
the expatriation of important areas of American in- 
dustry. Our manufacturers have invested more than 
$1,500,000,000 in. more than 1000 branch plants in 
other countries. A hundred new branches have been 
established in Canada since the enactment of the 
Hawley-Smoot bill, and major American industries 
are still migrating to England to escape the effects 
of the British tariff. The fulminations of the pro- 
tectionists against this trend do not. alter the fact 
that we, ourselves, are responsible for it. It would 


precipitated the international financial crisis of 1931. 


The awful tragedy of our position today is that 
our protected interests stand in the way of every 


the world and the restoration of its industry. In- 
stead of recreating prosperity, the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff has plunged us even deeper into depression. 
Nor is there any relief in sight, for in 1932 the Dem- 
ocrats have joined with the Republicans to raise the 
walls even higher. Unhappily, it seems that creed 
will not be stayed until it has deposited capitalism in 
its coffin and nailed down the lid.

Sociologists, too, have given it their approval. 
interesting to get the view of a biologist, whose field 
is primarily the individual rather than the social or 
economic structure as a whole. Such an opinion is 
now available in the report of Dr. Albert Bachem, 
professor of biophysics in the University of Illinois 
Medical School, to the Engineering Foundation of 
New York. 

Because of the machine’s advent and the generally 
accelerated tempo of modern living, Dr. Bachem finds 
that most means of livelihood “need stimulating phys- 
ical and mental recreation to balance their dulling 
effects.” The present system, which he describes in 
a telling phrase as “unrestricted labor and unrestrict- 
ed unemployment,” does not offer these necessary cor- 
rectives, he says. He asserts, also, that hard laber 


is healthful mentally and physically for men and 


women from 17 or 18 to 45 or 50, while after that 
age, it shortens lffe. Hence he concludes: 


The only logical measure is to regulate employ- 
ment so that every man and woman from 17 or 18 
years up to 45 or 50 can be provided with work. 

_ A five-day week and a six-hour day would sut- 
fice for the needs of most countries.

cumulate enough capital to meet such contingencies.” | 

Previous investigators have reached the same con- 
clusions as Dr. Bachem on the physical effects of 
modern industrial practices. The United States Pub 
lic Health Service, comparing conditions in a 10-hour- 
day plant and an eight-hour-day plant, found fewer 
accidents and higher efficiency in the latter. Dr. 
Frederic S. Lee, a leading physiologist, has written: 
“Try as we will, we cannot get away from the fact 
that as long as machines need men, physiological 
laws must be reckoned with as a factor in industrial- 
ism.” And the President's Industrial Conference re 
ported in 1920: “If the inevitable conditions of mod- 
ern industry do not offer variety and continuing in- 
terest, the worker should have his hours short enough 
for more recreation and for greater contact with his 
fellow men outside of working hours.” 


It is significant that the economist, the sociologist 
and the biologist, pursuing different routes, reach 
the same destination in their studies of contemporary 
labor conditions. They array these formidable in- 
ducements in favor of shorter working hours: 
betterment of man’s economic well-being, his social 
well-Deing and his physical well-being. 


Unlocking the Culture of the Hills 


A truly unique event has just drawn 2000 persons 
from scattered states to an obscure. wooded spot in 
the Kentucky foothills. It was the American folk- 
song festival, held on a great rustic stage near the 
weather-beaten cabin of Jean Thomas, who, like 
Charles Egbert Craddock, is a teller of Southern 
mountain stories. As sponsor of the festival, she de- 
scribed its aim to be the authentic presentation and 
Preservation of native folk songs, ballads and music 
which for centuries have been held fast in the se- 
cluded sections of Kentucky and nearby states. Wed- 
ding frolics and old dances were performed in period 
dress by those who have learned them from eiders. 


Lumber camp songs, sea chanteys, land-locked since 


the westward trek across the Appalachian ridge, and 
“warning” songs passed on with the whir of spinning 
wheels were sung to the accompaniment of dulcimers, 
accordions and fiddles fashioned before slavery led 
brothers to take one another's bleod. “Barbara Alien,” 
“Fox Chase” and “Napoleon's Retreat” were heard, 
and so was “Rowan County Troubles,” a feud dallad 
whose music, according to no less an authority than 
G. L. Kittredge, goes back to the time of Elizabeth. 
Since the festival is to be held annually, the Ozark 
region at once comes to mind as a fitting place for a 
future gathering. The Hilicrofters, organised last 
year to extend interest in the music lore and customs 
of the Ozarks, should make ideal hosts,

UR greatest depression is now close to 
0 entering its seventieth year. It is char- 

acteristic of us that we yowl to heaven 
that a sudden tightening up in money mat- 
ters is our “great depression.” quite oblivi- 
ous of the fact that our present feverish con- 
cern Over Our incomes and bellics is but an 
effect and not fundamental. 

What is happening now was inevitable. 
This greatest depression that any modern 
so-called civilized nation has ever known. 
and which among nations of the first class 
has happened only to us, is a depression, al- 
most an annihilation, of decent ideas, of 
ideals in business methods, education, social 
relations, politics, religious attitudes, the 
making of laws and their observance and 
enforcement. How can you expect the Ca- 
pones or even Our own cubs to respect our 
laws when high courts and Judges them- 
selves daily flout the very essence of the 
law? 

The utter lack of any semblance of intel- 
lectual curiosity among high or low, and 
the fact that we elect, and permit our lives 
to be regulated, run and ruled by the sorri- 
est mass of ignoramuses the civilized world 
permits in high places—there,.in ignorance, 
lies, it seems to me, the cause of our 70 times 
seven deadly sins. Ignorance is the pop and 
mom and grosspep of all our besetting sins 
—indifference, hypocrisy, intolerance, false 
sense of valves, dreadful systems of so- 
calied education, money-grubbing “ideals,” 
swell-headedness. bigetry, silly law-making. 
false “patriotism” and all the attendant 
mush and mess.

Why. Al Capone at his worst wore a giis- 
tening halo and shimmering white wings 
compared to the eminently “respectable” 
applauded bandits in high hats who first es- 
tablished our standards of business ethics in 


the United States. Al was*just a petty 
thief compared to our earlier American 
business exemplars. Al stole thousands 


where they stole millions. Al's gang shot 
to kill, but only to kill other gangsters. The 
frock-coated, church-going “good old Amer- 
ican stock” gentry throttled you. me and 
the old widow with only a few shares of 
Erie or New Haven stock between her and 
the poorhouse. They kicked her boys and 
girls out of school and into factories or the 


gutter. .

And how we did applaud, and still do ap- 
plaud, those “geniuses of big business.” 
They set for their successors our general 
standard of business and even governmental 
ethics.

It was those big-time scoundrels of the last 
half of the nineteenth century who had most 
to do with bringing to full flower that other 
besetting American sin, hypocrisy. 

in our publig life, hypocrisy is now taken 
for granted. e drink-wet vote-dry scoun- 
drel has for years been accepted with a 
laugh. We even give three rousing checrs 
for, and place tn the White House. not one 
but successive Presidents who lack. the in- 
testinal fortitude even to discuss so obvious- 
ly fundamental a national problem ag the 
dreadful mess resulting from prohibition. 
We Americans are the kind of people who, 
with millions to pick from, elect a Calvin 
Coolidge or a Herbert Hoover to the presi- 
dency.

rather than an arbitrary con- 
gsressional decree be allowed to 
decide whether medical condi- 
tions which developed after the 
war may have been caused or 
favored by military service and 
that the type of military service 
be considered in arriving at a 
decision in specific instances. 

7. That the operation of the 
emergency officers retirement 
act be studied and the act re- 
vised to prevent existing abuses. 

8. That in formulation of fu- 
ture plans for medical care of 
ex-soldiers, Congress and the 
Bureau of Veterans’ Affairs 
avail themselves more freely of 
the expert advice of national 
medical organizations. 

9. That all amendments to the 
Federal civil service regulations 
which grant undue preferences 
to ex-soldiers be rescinded be- 
cause of the danger to the effi- 
cient conduct of the medical and 
public health services of the 
Government. . 

10. That the legislative pro- 
posals for increasing benefits for 
diesase, disability or death not

“Federal expenditures for s0- 
called veterans’ relief,” the report 
says, “have thus far totaled al- 
most six billion dollars. In _ the 
year 1932 they will exceed one bil- 
lion dollars, or 27 per cent of the 
total income of the Government, 
and by 1942 will exceed two billion 
dollars a year. If nothing further 
is added to the already existing leg- 
islation, estimates indicate that the 
total of World War veterans’ relief 
will exceed on hundred billion dol- 
lars by the time the last benc‘i- 
ciary dies. Additional legislation 
which is being urged by the veter- 
ans’ lobby and by sympathetic 
legislators, such as the bonus bill 
and the proposed widows and or- 
phans pension act, would carry the 
total sum beyond that figure. 

“A large part of this sum is de- 
signed for the medical care and the 
support of sick and disabled veter- 
ans. It must therefore be the 
concern of agencies, such as the 
Committee on Public Health Rela- 
tions of the New York Academy 
of Medicine, whose interest is in the 
field of public health. Recent in- 
vestigations reveal a totally unfair 
distribution of these benefits, scan- 
dalous but strictly legal misuse of 
appropriations, and almost unbe- 
lievable extravagance in the dupli- 
cation of medical facilities through- 
out the country where firstclass 
hospital accommodations are avail- 
able for veterans as well as the 
general public. 

“Congress has followed no set 
plan, but under the pressure of a 
powerful and well organized vet- 
erans’ lobby it has enacted laws 
which increasingly favor the vet- 


eran whose disability. real or theo- 
retical, 


was incurred in civilian 
life, and provide him with substan- 
tial beaefits regardless of his need 
for assistance or his earning pow- 
er. For example, a veteran who, 
prior to 1925, six years after the 
war, could prove that he had tu- 
berculosis which disabled him as 
little as 10 per cent, is entitled to 
$50 a month for the remainder of 


his life, even though the disease | 


now completely arrested and no 
handicap to his earning power. In 
contrast to this, the dependent wid- 
ow with two children of a soldier 
who was killed in the war receives 
$46 a month. Similar inequalities 
could be multiplied endlessly.” 


What Lobby Accomplished. 


The report reviews the measures 
adopted by Congress, in the at- 
tempt to avoid the recognized evils 
which existed uder the Civil War 
pension system, These were war 
risk insurance, cash compensation 
for veterans sick or disabled as the 
result of war service, compensation 
for widows and orphans or those 
killed or dying in war service, hos- 
pitalization for those sick or in- 
jured ag the result of war service, 
and provisions for converting war 
risk insurance into various forms 
of life insurance. The time during 
which presumptive war service dis- 
eases might be developed was fixed 
definitely. 

“In a few years,” the report 
says, “there developed a veterans’ 
lobby fostered by the American 
Legion and the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars. In and after 1922, 
legislation was adopted extending 
the time for development of pre- 
sumptive war service diseases; pro-} 
viding hospitalization and compen- 
sation for all veterans diseased or 
disabled, irrespective of war serv- 
ice; providing compensation for of- 
ficers on lay evidence that they 
were partly or wholly incapacitated 
as a result of war service; and 
providing special compensations 
for diseases and conditions which 
did not preclude a veteran from 
earning a livelihood. 

The number of ex-soldiers receiv- 
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it is stated, were verified: 
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ing compensation for disease and 
injuries presumably due to war 
Service is stated as 174,000 in 1922, 
299,000 in 1930 and 313,000 in 
1931. 

“In practically every instance,” 
the report says, “injuries and dis- 
eases which were due to war ser- 
vice could have been detected prior 
to 1922.” 


Under the acts of 1924 and 1926, 
hospitals were opened to veterans 
with non-service diseases and dis- 
abilities. As a result, it is stated, 
the number treated in 1925 for 
non-service-connected illnesses wa3 
13,243, as compared with 63,569 
for service-connected ilinesses. In 
1931, the number treated for ser- 
vice-connected illnesses had fallen 
to 26,799, and the number treated 
for non-service-connected illnesses 
had risen to 86,850.

Movie Theater Tax, 
In Effect Tuesday, 
Is on the Public 


Ten Per Cent Charge on Tick- 
ets Over 41 Cents to Be 
Added on to the Admission 
Costs at Cinema Houses. 


on theater admission tickets 

costing more than 41 cents 
which, for the time being concerns 
only the movie houses here, the 
Municipal Opera having been de- 
clared exempt, goes into effect on 
Tuesday. The charge, as was in- 
tended by Congress, say the theater 
men, will be passed’ along to the 
customers who will pay the freight 
when they buy their tickets. There 
will be no attempt to get around 
the tax by a general reduction of 
prices although the Missouri Thea- 
ter, now showing two pictures at arn 
evening charge of 50 cents may, 
later, cut out one picture and bring 
the cost down to 40 cents. 


At the Missouri, Loew's and the 
Fox only the price of evening 
tickets will be affected. Each of 
these houses charges 40 cents or 
less for the afternoon shows. Each 
charges 50 cents for admission at 
night so that, commencing Tuesday 
evening the cost of a ticket, the tax 
being added, will be 55 cents at 
these three amusement centers. 


The situation at the Ambassador 
is complicated by the fact that al- 
though only 35 cents is charged un- 
til.1 o’clock each afternoon the 50- 
cent price goes into effect after 
that time and until 6 p. m,. when 
the cost of tickets jumps to 65 
cents. Under this scale the after- 
noon cost will be 55 cents and the 
evening price 72 cents.

He spoke in be- 
half of The Public, Inc., formed 
by the Chamber of Commerce to 
work for reduced taxes and for 
governmentai efficiency. 

A record of 120 foreclosures to 
the 100,000 families in a month, in 
the city and county, was attained 
in May, Wenzilick related. In data 
covering the last 64 years the rec- 
ord prior to this year was 101 fore- 
closures to the 100,000 families in 
a month, in the depression of 1873. 
The 101 figure, he added, was 
passed last December and there 
bas been a steady increase since, 

The number of foreclosures last 
montn was 391. including 247 in 
the city and 144 in the county. 
This record was much greater in 
the county than the city, in propor- 
tion to population. Wenzlick only 
counted foreciosures where trus- 
tees’ sales were held. 

Tax burdens, much vacancy in 
income property and the general 
decline of prices were blamed by 
Wenzlick for the increase in fore- 
| closures. He continued: 

“We are merely repeating, on a 
larger scale, the post Civil War ex- 
perience. The great depression 
which started in 1873 was caused 
by the collapse of the post Civil 
War boom. Ta-es were lowered, 
not through any willingness on the 
part of politicians, but because of 
popular revolt and because they 
could not be collected. In the per- 
iod from 1875 to 1880, taxes as- 
sessed against real estate in St 
Louis dropped 31 per cent.

What to eat and drink in sum- 
mer, as well as preventive meas- 
ures against disease were outlined 
yesterday by Dr. Max C. Starkloff, 
Health Commissioner. 

“During the periods of excessive 
heat it is important to avoid ex- 
cessive eating, particularly indigest- 
ible food,” Dr. Starkloff said. “The 
skin should be kept in good condi- 
tion by frequent bathing. Plenty of 
sleep is essential.” 

The best hot-weather diet, he 
continued should consist primarily 
of fruit and fresh vegetables, with 
meat perhaps once a day. Meat and 
the mealy foods, such as beans 
and potatoes, should be avoided, 
or at least limited in amount. 

“Don’t eat when you are angry 
or worried,” Dr. Starkloff advised, 
“for a relaxed mental condition is 
essential to good digestion. In these 
days of business anxiety, it’s espe- 
cially necessary to lay aside trou- 
bles at meal-time, anyway.” 

Pure, Cool Water. 

“Thirst is caused by the loss of 
water through perspiration.” he 
added, “and should be allayed by 
such drinks as pure water—cool 
but not ice cold—and  fruit-juice 
beverages. Soft drinks are per- 
missible, but alcoholic drinks 
should bt taken sparingly or avoid- 
ed. Alcohol is a stimulant. Stim- 
ulation fs followed by depression 
and lowers the powers of resistance. 

“Sleep is nature’s restorer. It 
builds up resistance and enables 
one to withstand both mental and 
physical effort. The person who 
has a normal amount of restful 
sleep is far better able to withstand 
oppressive heat than one who has 
not.”’

General Decline Continues Although There 
Are Some Increases—Permits 69 Per Cent 


Below Same Month Last Year. 


Building activities fr May con- 
tinued the general decline which | 26 
has been shown over a period of 
two years. There were some indi- 
vidual increases, ®ut in spite of 
this, according’ to the National 
Monthly Building Survey prepared 
by S. W. Straus & Co., there was 
a decline of 19.3 per cent in May, 
as compared with April, 1932. In 
577 cities and towns of the United 
States building permits for last 
month ameunted to $42,994,477, as 
against $53,268,724 in April. This 
trend toward decline is further em- 
phasized by the fact that the 
amount of permits issued in May 
fell 69.6 per cent below the same 
month of 1931. 

The 25 cities which reported the 
largest individual volume of per- 


mits for May total $23,457,834, as 

against $25,919,774 in the preceding 
month of the same year, or a de- 
cline of 9.5 per cent. Last month's 
totals were a decline of 69 per cent 
compared with the figures of May, 
1931, and a decline of 76 per cent 
from. May, 1930. 

Ten of the cities in last month’s 
group of 25 leaders showed gains 
over May, 1931. ‘These are: Pitts- 
burgh, Pa.; Indianapolis, Ind.; Bat- 
tle Creek, Mich.; Albany, N. Y.; 
Portland, Ore.; Springfield, Mass.; 
Davenport, Ia.; Stockton, Cal.; Ot- 
tumwa, la., and Hackensack, N. J. 

Eight of the leading 25 cities in 
May, 1932, showed advances over 
May, 1930. These are: Pittsburgh, 
Indianapolis, Sacramento, Spring- 
field, Davenport, Stockton, Ottum- 
wa and Hackensack.

TWO WORLD RECORDS BROKEN IN. EASTERN 


~ MARKS BETTERED 
“IN SEMIFINALS 
AT CAMBRIDGE 


By OCMBRIDGE. “tl Mass. June 15. 
—The best of the track and field 
ethietes of the East and South, 


Olympic action ripped and tore at 
the international record book at 
the Harvard Stadium today. It 
was the second of five semi-fina! 
meets and when the turf was 
cleared, two world’s records had 
been broken and two equalled. 

A pair of American marks also 
were improved upon and four oth- 
er events were won with perform- 
ances that eclipsed the best Olym- 
pic marks. 

This terrific attack on time, 
distance and Freight opened yes- 
terday when Leo J. Sexton of the 
New York A. C., tossed the 16- 
pound shot 52 feet 8§ inches. 
This feat Lettered the mark set 
by Ex Hirschfeld of Germany, 
four years ago, by ome and an- 
eighth inches Herman Brix of 


~ the Los Angeles A. C., American 


record-holder, recently achieved 
Sexton's amazing distance in a 
minor meet at [aft, Cal . 
Another World Mark. 

Another world mark was shat- 
tered today when George Lermond, 
former West Point cadet, won the 
3000-meter steeplechase, an event 
attempted only during Olympic 
years in this country. in 3 minutes, 
8.4 seconds. He clipped almost 13 
seconds off the Olympic record 
set by T. A. Loukkola of Finland, 
in 1928. 

Emmett Toppino of Loyola (new 
Orleans), the South's greatest 
sprinter, won the 100-meter final 


in 10.4 secon s to join Charlie Pad-’ 


dock and Eddie Tolan in the record 
book. Percy Beard, another South- 
erner, equalled the world’s best 
time for 110-meter hurdles with a 
14.4 seconds victory. 

Gene Venzke, one of America’s 
outstanding hopes for the Olympic 
1500-meters, tried to better Dr. 
Otto Peltzer’s six-year-old interna- 
tional mark for that event but 
failed because he was not pushed 
hard enough. He finished with 
plenty to spare in 9 minutes, 52.6 
seconds. 

Joie Ray’s Time Bettered. 

Tom McDonough of the Boston 
A. A., had little competition in the 
10,000 meter grind but he shaved 
four and two-fifths seconds off 
Joie Ray’s U. S. mark by winning 
in 31 minutes, 24 seconds. 

John Waybright of the Naval 
Academy won the 200-meter race 
in 21.3 seconds, a time never 
equalled in the nine Olympiads. 

Karl Warner of Yale ran the 
400 meter: in 47.6, tying the Olym- 
pic mark. 

Other Olympic records broken 
were in the 400-meter hurdles, won 
by J. F. Healey of the New York 
A. C., in 53 seconds flat; the dis- 
cus throw, in which John F. An- 
derson of the New York A. C., had 
a winning toss that measured 163 
feet 5% inches, and in the pole 
vault event, won by Keith Brown 
of Yale, who cleared 13 feet 10 
inches, five-cighths of an inch 
higher than Sabin Carr's perform- 
ance in the Amsterdam games of 
four years ago, 

The first three men in each 
event were awarded certificates ad- 
mitting them to the Olympic finals 
at Palo Alto, Cal, next month.

HE foremost authority in this country 
on vulcanism and its effect on climate 
and temperature—on human destiny—is Dr. 
W. J. Humphreys, professor of meteorolog- 
ical physics in the Weather Bureau at Wash- 
ington. He has made an extended study 
of this mysterious dust that is far beyond 
the range of human sight, its only visible 
effect being to cause brilliantly red sunsets. 
The idea that volcanic dust may be a 
vital factor in producing climate is not new. 
according to Dr. Humphreys. He quates 
Benjamin Franklin who wrote in May 1784 
as follows: 

“During several of the summer months 
of the year 1783, when the effects of the 
sun's rays to heat the earth in these north- 
ern regions should have been the greatest, 
there existed a constant fog over all Europe 
and a great part of North America. This 
fog was of a perinanent nature; it was dry 
and the rays of the sun seemed to have 
little effect toward dissipating it, as they 
easily do a moist fog arising from the water 
They were indeed rendered so faint in pass- 
ing through it that, when collected in the 
focus of a burning-glass, they would scarce 
kindle brown paper. Of course, their sum- 
mer effect in heating the earth was exceed- 
ingly diminished. Hence the surface was 
early frozen. Hence the first snows remained 
on it, unmelted, and received continual a 
ditions. Hence perhaps the winters of 1783 
4 was more severe than any that happened 
for many years. 


he HE cause of this universal fog is not 
yet ascertained. Whether it was ad- 
ventitious to this earth and merely a smoke 
proteeding from the consumption by fire of 
some of those great burning balls or globes 
which we happen to meet with in our 
course round the sun and which are some- 
times seen to kindle and be destroyed in 
passing our atmosphere, and whose smoke 
might be attracted and retained by our 
earth; or whether it was the vast quan 
tity of smoke, long continuing to issue dur- 
ing the summer from Hecla, in Iceland. 
and that other volcano which arose out of 
the sea near that island, which smoke might 
be spread by various winds over the north- 
ern part of the world, is yet uncertain.” 
Careful observation has convinced mod- 
ern science, Dr. Humphreys writes, that 
this dust curtain has a direct effect upon 
climate.. He goes so far as to say that such 
phenomena may in the past have caused 
the ice ages that again and@again held 
enormous areas of the earth in subjection. 
“Whether periods of explosive volcanic 
activity—and in this case, since the locality 
of the volcano is a matter of small im- 
portance, the whole earth must be con- 
sidered—occurred at such times as to syn- 
chronize with the ice ages and with other 
epochs of great climatic change is, of course, 
a problem for the geologist to solve,” he 
writes. “However, this much appears to 
be well-nigh certain: Since the beginning 
of reliable records, say 160 years ago, the 
average temperature of the earth has been

WHEN. NATURE IMITATES ART 


Professor Karl Blossfeldt's Detailed Studies 


of Plant Life Reveal Many Beautiful 


and Rarely Observed Designs.

ON NEW beauty in inanimate 

) growing things is being re- 
vealed to the world. It is 
something apart from color 
and obvious form; it is a 
matter of structure—the de- 
signs which “plants achieve 
with their various parts. This 
beauty is elusive. Sometimes 
. S it lies in details too minute 
to be perceptible with unaided vision. Sonie- 
times it is fleeting; it exists but for a day or 
an hour. Often it is apparent only from a cer- 
tain point of view or when the plant has been 
placed in a certain position. 

Professor Karl Blossfeldt, a German sculptor 
and architect, has been exploring this aspect of 
ordinary v.,,etation, 9"d is demonstrating that 
it is a fie'd rich in ariistic values. Interested 
both in nature and in art, he examined botanical 
specimens with an artist's eye behind the micro- 
scope, and recognized the esthetic merit of the 
graceful lines, symmetrical contours and intri- 
cate, fanciful patterns that he saw. Carefully 
selecting his subjects—a stem, an opening bud, 
a few leaves or petals—he posed them so that 
the design which intrigued him would be ex- 
posed, then magnified them to make details 
clear, and photographed them. 

The first of these photographs—120 of them 
—were published a few years ago. Now the 
second collection, also consisting of 120 views— 
has appeared in a book entitled ‘‘Art Forms in 
Nature: Second Series,’’ published by Messrs. A. 
Zwemmer. The original pictures for the second 
volume also were exhibited recently in London. 

The illustrations on this page are reproduc- 
tions of photographs in this latest collection.

One of the most notable attributes of the 
designs recorded by Blossfeldt is the impression 
some of them give of having been conceived by 
human minds and executed by human hands. 
There are stems and buds which look like struc- 
tures planned by imaginative architects. There 
are leaves and pods and grasses which resemble 
carvings in stone or wood, or vases, scrolls, 
filigree wrought by skilled metal workers. There 
are foliage patterns which seem, to belong in 
wall paper or tapestry or the silk of a woman’s 
dress. There is a budding ash sprig that could 
easily be mistaken in a photograph for a totem 
pole, there are fern tendrils that resemble 
bishops’ croziers, and there is an opening lily 
bud whose smooth, uncompromising surfaces 
and contours make one think of a bit of mod- 
ernistic sculpture.

markings on a peacock's tail. And the de- 
sign made by the inflorescence of the phacelia 
plant might well have been taken from the fabric 
used in upholstering a rather old-fashioned 
chair. The little sandwort, with its repetition of 
line and series of parallel planes, and the flower 
receptacle of «a _ thistle, with its  Ilaby- 
rinthine curving lines, exhibit patterns which 
should be readily adaptable to artistic orna- 
mentation. 

Frequently, in Blossfeldt’s pictures, nature 
seems to imitate art, even showing the balance, 
the uniformity of the most conventional design. 
But the two collections indicate that there is an 
infinite variety of artistic designs in plants, and 
that here is a prolific source of ideas for art 
forms. It would not be surprising if more than 
one artist followed the German professor’s lead 
and sought in the realm of botany inspiration 
for his creative work,

When Dr. Carleton Deederer arrived, he found that an 
ambulance had been there and taken the wounded man 
to a hospital. Mrs. Keith-Miller and Lancaster were 
standing on the sidewalk in front of the house waiting for 
the physician. On his appearance, they hurried to the hos- 
pital. Clarke died about eight hours after he was shot.

Clarke must have killed himself. Lancaster and Mrs. 

Keith-Miller seemed confident it was a case of suicide. 

Mrs. Clarke also expressed the belief, at first, that her 
son had taken his own life, She said he had been wor- 
rying about finances. 

But the authorities were not ready to accept the sui- 
cide theory without further investigation. Lancaster and 
Mrs. Keith-Miller were taken into custody and questioned 
closely. Two days later they were released. But the in- 
vestigation continued. Hanawriting experts studied the 
purported suicide notes—and finally came to the con- 
clusion Clarke had not written them. They based their 
opinion on several points, one of which was the spelling of 
‘advise’; they thought Clarke would have written it cor- 
rectly: ‘‘advice.”’ 

Confronted with the opinion of the experts that he had 
written the notes himself, Captain Lancaster admitted he 
had. He said he did it to remove suspicion from himself 
and Mrs. Keith-Miller. But he declared stoutly that he 
did not kill Clarke. 


nificant was the statement of investigators that the 

pillow on the Captain’s bed was smooth the morning 
Clarke was killed—as if Lancaster had not rested his 
head on it during the night. Lancaster suggested that a 
doctor or one of the ambulance attendants might have 
smoothed the pillow, but those questioned about this de- 
nied they had disturbed his bed. 

There was also Captain Lancaster's diary, which, the 
State’s Attorney said, ‘‘showed conclusively that the man 
was head over heels in love with Mrs. Keith-Miller.’’ 

Captain Lancaster was arrested again and indicted on 
a charge of murdering Clarke. On arraignment, he plead- 
ed not guilty and his trial set for July 5, after his coun- 
sel had asked for time to bring character witnesses from 
other states. 

Mrs. Clarke, in the meantime, had changed her view 
about the cause of her son's death. She said her family 
physician had told her of finding a fracture at the base 
of Clarke's skull and bumps on the head, and this caused 
her to believe that the young man was slain—beaten on 
the head and then shot. She also recalled that Haden had 
once expressed concern about Lancaster's possession of a 
pistol. On hearing that the Captain had run short of 
money on his southern trip and would have to pawn his 
pistol, her son remarked, she said, that he hoped fervently 
Lancaster wouldn't ‘‘bring the damned thing back.’’ 

Lancaster has continued to assert his innocence. In a 
statement after his second arrest in the case, he said: 

“It came as a great shock to me, the fact that a tech- 
nical charge of murder has been made against me. I! 
am absolutely innocent, and I know the outcome will 
prove this. 

“TIT have been treated with the utmost fairness by Mr. 
Hawthorne, but there is a certain amount of circumstan- 
tial evidence against me.

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Miss Harriet Halverstadt, for 13 years 
a Methodist missionary in the Foochow 
district of China, was kidnaped by Chi- 
nese bandits last Christmas eve and 
held captive for 10 days in the bandit 
stronghold, 41 miles from Foochonw. She 
had obtained a furlough fora visit home 
to America and was on board a launch. 
with some 150 other . passengers, en 
route to Foochow to take a steamer, 
when the craft-was boarded by 30 Ori- 
ental brigands. who, after robbing the 
passengers, selected her, the only white 
person aboard, and 14 men to be held 
for ransom. The 15 were marched all 
night over rock and snow-covered ter- 
rain and imprisoned. Ransom of $2000 
was demanded for Miss Halverstadt, but 
she finally was released without ran- 
som through the intervention of the 
American Consul at Foochow and Chi- 
nese Government troops. She returned 
fo her home in Wellington. Kansas, a 
short time ago, and in the following 
story, written there, gives a graphic ac- 
count of her experiences in the hands 
of her kidnapers.

HEY seemed like three or- 
dinary skiffloads of pas- 
sengers, those men who 
put out from the shore of 
the little tidewater creek 
on which a. launch was 
taking us to Foochow. No- 
body was suspicious of them, least of 
all myself, the only white passenger. 
When we did look up it was to see 
them boarding our launch with menac- 
ing faces and leveled rifles and bayo- 
nets. There were 30 of them, al) for- 
midable looking Chinese in blue uni- 
forms——Oriental bandits! 

The passengers and crew numbered 
150, and not a weapon in the crowd. 
We were as helpless as sheep attacked 
by wolves. A hard-faced young Celes- 
tial in a European suit presented a 
pistol at the head of the steersman 
and ordered him to make for the creek 
bank. There we were herded ashore 
under ready rifles and ranged in long 
lines for pillaging. 

I had heard of bandits, but had 
never seen them. For centuries, I had 
been told, they had terrorized the in- 
terior of China, but only in the past 
two years had they come to the coast 
country. They had been described as 
men of marvelous system and no scru- 
ples whatever, robbing, murdering and 
blackmailing in a business-like fashion 
that savored at once of the medieval 
outlaw and the modern American 
racketeer. Were these such men? 

I was On my way out of China, for 
my second furlough in 13 years. A 
few days ago I had bade good-by to 
the group at the mission on Haitan 
Island and had set off for Foochow 
und a homeward-bound steamer. I had 
already been anticipating a western 
Christmas aboard ship. Little had I 
suspected that I was about to engoun- 
ter the most overpowering manifesta- 
tion of Oriental ways that I had ever 
seen in all my years with the mission' 

“This can't be happening to me,"’ | 
said to myself-—but it was happening. 
Men with stern, impassive faces took a 
ring from my finger and a pair of 
spectacies from my nose, then divested 
ine of a woolen scarf and heavy sweat- 
er with which I. was bundled up 
against the frosty December air. They 
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were robbing my fellow passengers as 
well. I heard loud cries of protest 
from a wealthy money changer, from 
whom a treasure of $8000 was being 
wrested; however, most of the victims 
submitted to plundering with a pas- 
sive, philosophical air. The average 
Chinaman does not like physical strife 
against odds. In a tight place, he 
adopts a stoical calm and endures, not 
caring to make a bad sit- 


uation worse. “The su- 
perior man bows to the 
will of heaven,’ he says, 


quoting Confucius. 

At last ali the portable 
loot was secured. Then 
the three young leaders 
of the band began point- 
ing out a man here and 
there. Each fellow as he 
was designated was 
marched to another spot. 
Soon there were 14 of 
them, men who by their 
dress or manner seemed 
to be persons of means 
and importance—logical 
prizes in the kidnaping 
game. Among them were 
the muleted money 
changer, also a young 
student from a mission 
school in Foochow. At the 
last moment one of the 
chiefs motioned a guard 
to bring me along. The 
rest of the passengers 
and the sailors were con- 
temptuously allowed to 
get back on the launch. 

They bound the hands 
of the 14 men, but did 
not offer to tie mine. 
‘She is a woman, she will 
cause no trouble,’’ said 
one of the bandits as we 
commenced the march. I 
felt a sad sinking within me as we 
turned our backs on that launch. Al)- 
though we were only 25 miles from 
Foochow and the American consulate, 
I felt as though we were utterly for- 
saken by all who could help us. 


HE bandits were not cruel or 
overbearing. In fact, they chat- 
ted with us very cheerfully. We 
learned that they were coming back 
from the coast, where they had 
been allied with a band of far- 
mers who were protesting against 
the high taxes levied on them 
by certain officials. Their farmer 
friends had stolen the blue uniforms 
and rifles from the Chinese Navy. The 
bandits were the same type of Chinese 
I had often seen-—small, active and 
well-knit, like the fishermen of the 
Foochow district. None of the three 
leaders was older than 26, and most 
of the band seemed intelligent, even 
educated. I was to find out later that 
they were all natives of the district 
surrounding Foochow. Some é6f them 
were bandits by choice, others had 
been pressed into service, still others 
had adopted that ancient and respect- 
ed profession through disgust with the 
bickering political rivals who were 
striving for power, Most of them were

We started the march late in the 
afternoon of December 24. We walked 
briskly across the hilly country, pick- 
ing our way between rice fields and 
tiny _patches where the impoverished 
farmers of the district raised their 
meager crops of peanuts and sweet 
potatoes. The land grew rocky and

When Christmas morning dawned, 
clear and cold, we were in a rocky 
valley facing the bandit stronghold. 

It was on a height that dominated 
the rolling country for miles around. 
A small, solidly built fort of earth or 
stone stood at the top, with a high 
watch tower in the middle. We heard 
that it was well armed and provi- 
sioned. It could not have been more 
than 40 miles from Foochow, with its 
1,000,000 inhabitants, but to take It 
would have cost time, labor and blood, 
and the officials did not care to ex- 
pend any of these. 

On the slope below was a farming 
village, where the bandits had their 


quarters. The people'of the commun- 
ity went about their various tasks 
without taking much’ notice of the 


bandits, who seemed to live in the cen- 
ter of this peaceful group like snakes 
in a prairie dog town. When we ar- 
rived a farmer was ousted, grumbling, 


from his three-room dwelling to make 


room for us. He protested noisily, but 
nobody paid him the least attention, 
and at last he went away. 

One of our party of 15 captives had 
made his escape during the night, and 
perhaps we were watched all the more 
closely for it. We were allowed the 
run of the house, but armed sentries 
watched every door and window. I 
was offered a separate room, but felt 
that I would be safer if I remained 
with the others, all of whom exerted 
themselves to make me as comfortable 
as possible. 

We waited for hours, with nothing 
happening. The suspense was nerve- 
wracking. Suddenly the thought came 
to me that this was Christmas day, and 
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headed on the spot.

Wilson frankly was stumped. He 
could find no enlightenment in the 
statute books, either.

After consulting British law 
books, however, he determined that 
the money still belongs to the man 
who buried it if he can be found; if 
not; then it belongs to his heirs. If no 
one can prove ownership, he held, it 
still does not belong to the finder, but

The same is 
in safe custody and this notice is pub- 
lished in order that any person deem- 
ing himself entitled to the same may 
take such action to establish his right 
as he may think advisable.... P. M. 
Broadfoot.”’ 


HILE it may be hard for any- 
\ body to establish the owner- 

ship of this money, a great 
many people in this region are will- 
ing to hazard a guess as to how it 
came there. They all agree that old 
John Alpaugh must have buried it. 

John Alpaugh is said to have come 
to this country from Pennsylvania soon 
after the town of Belwood was founded 
in 1833. To the early settlers of Bei- 
wood and Fergus he was a familiar fig- 
ure. He was the most noted hunter 
and trapper of the district and often 
sold Venison and bear hams in the vil- 
lages. He once shot seven deer in one 
afternoon on a knoll a few miles north 
of Belwood, and his hunting exped!- 
tions took him all the way to Georgian 
Bay. His s0n, the late John Alpaugth, 
used to recall that he would brinx 
home out of the wilderness a bundle 
of furs too heavy for an ordinary man 
to lift. He never used a horse, but al- 
ways traveled afoot and made remark- 
ably fast time, jogging along for miles 
at a dog trot. 

Such a man was the original John 
Alpaugh, and between his farm anda 
hunting and trapping he was able ‘o 
accumulate considerable cash for a 
pioneer. He built the fine old brick 
house which still stands on the Broad- 
foot farm, making his own bricks on 
the place. They say he mixed the clay 
by driving his oxen through it a num-

The fine 
giyptic quality exhibited in the chaste con- 
tours and crisp lines of the present ex- 
ample would seem to indicate that the final 
modeling of the stucco surface was accom- 
plished by a process of cutting or carving. 
The purity of form and classic profiles 
of these heads have been traced to Greek 
and the suggestion has been 
made that the spiritual sensitiveness they 
evince came through the reaction of Bud- 
dhism upon the heritage earlier derived 
from Hellenic sources.
